Dear Folks:—I have been cer- 
tainly busy since I arrived here 
along with all my studies and try- 
ing to learn French besides. 

It is nearly a case of necessity to 
know a little of the language to get 
along. 

When I got out of the hospital I 
got to go back to my outfit and 
spend a few days with them, so it 
wasn’t so bad after all. 

I have had some wonderful trips 
and experiences which I could write 
a regular book about, stopping at 
towns where you couldn't find a per- 
son that could understand you or 
you understand them. 

You can get some wonderful meals 
here. The bunch of us from my 
regiment make a habit of getting to- 
gether every Sunday evening and 
have something good to eat, and a 
good time to go along with it. We 
also made arrangements to take 
French lessons three nights a week 
while we are here. That certainly 
don’t leave us very much time out- 
side of our studies.

HARD LINES FOR NEWSPAPERS 
ma 
The suspension of the Los An- 
geles Tribune is a precursor. of 


many readjustments in the newspa- 
per field, for it is no longer possible 
to maintain newspapers in overcrowd- 
ed fields. White paper has advanc- 
ed 200 per cent in the last two 
years, and practically every com- 





modity used in the production of a 
newspaper has gone up from 50 to 
400 per cent. It is difficult even in 
an exclusive field for a publisher to 
weather the storm of war times, and 
there is in the mind of few of them 
the idea of making a profit. 

The newspaper is not coming in 
for any war profits. Their field is 
circumscribed by government action 
as well as by the exigencies of the 
war situation, and there is no pos- 
sibility of raising prices in keeping 
with the enhanced cost of the things 
essential to keep the plant going. 

This situation calls for the elim- 
ination of duplication. Not for long 
can two newspapers exist in a field 
where one will serve the needs of 
the community.— Hemet News.
